(Editor’s Note: The following communica- 
tion from Secretary Tomhave, giving inside 
information relative to the great National 
show and sale to be held at Dallas, Texas, 
the week beginning October 6th, was received 
at this office Friday, September 12th, just 
as the last forms for this issue were being 
put to press. We have therefore ‘‘pulled’’ a 
sufficient amount of editorial matter to allow 
space for this important message from our 
secretary.) 

The fair season has been in full swing 
nearly two months. Beginning with the 
Northern Montana State Fair, the first 
week in August, and continuing throughout 
all of the Mid-western States, Aberdeen- 
Angus have been making a record showing. 
Many new herds are on the road. At several 
of the fairs, Aberdeen-Angus have led in 
numbers of cattle shown. All of the shows 
have reported larger Aberdeen-Angus ex- 
hibits than ever before. The year 1941 will 
without a doubt be the greatest year in the 
history of this popular breed in America. 
Your Association is doing everything pos- 
sible to further promote the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. Breeders and exhibitors in 
general are more enthusiastic than ever 
before. 

The Aberdeen-Angus, the acceptable type 
for all beef breeds, continues to set the type 
and to establish new records. In the club 
division, the Aberdeen-Angus steers have 
continued to shine. Aberdeen-Angus steers, 
in interbreed competition, have won a ma- 
jority of the grand championships at the 
fairs held thus far this fall. The record up

This great 
show, as all of you know, will take place in 
Dallas, Texas, during the Texas State Fair, 
October 4th to 19th, and promises to bring 
out the largest exhibit of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle ever shown under roof. Every ex- 
hibitor who has the interest of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed at heart should do every- 
thing possible to exhibit at this show. The 
eyes of the live stock world will be focused 
upon the Aberdeen-Angus breed during this 
week—not only because this is our first Na- 
tional Show, but also because this show is 
to be held in the heart of the beef produc- 
ing area.

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A Visit to Argentina 


Concluding Installment 
By Otto V. Battles 


THE GRAF SPEE 
AND A FINAL 
SUMMARY 


Questions put to me 
by readers of my 
articles are largely 
responsible for this 
final installment of my Argentine exper- 
iences. Some ask for more about the Graf 
Spee, others want me to 


And Some of My Impressions of that Great Country 


and who spoke both English and Spanish 
fluently, were guests at imoprtant social 
functions in Buenos Aires, where they 
created a favorable impression. It will be 
remembered, of course, that the captain 
committed suicide shortly after the ship was 

sunk by his orders, which would 


say something about foot- 
and-mouth disease, and 
still others ask about a 
variety of things. Briefly 
I shall try to comply with 
at least a few of these re- 
quests, so first the Graf 
Spee, and here is the story 
for what my readers may 
consider it worth: 

As we slowly passed out 
of the estuary known as 
the River Plate, on which 
are the harbors of Monte- 
video and Buenos Aires, 
early in the morning on 
our return trip the deck 
rails of the S. S. Argen- 
tina were lined with pas- 
sengers eager for a 
glimpse of the wrecked 
German battleship which 


indicate that he felt dishonored by 
the action he was compelled to 
take. The Argentines were not 
long in learning of the subversive 
activities of their guests, and they 
were then interned on an Island in 
the Plate, and it was while we 
were in Buenos Aires that they 
made their notorious escape from 
this island. Some got completely 
out of the country and no doubt 
eventually reached Germany. Oth- 
ers were captured as they boarded 
a Japanese liner at Valpareso. 

I have been asked many times 
about the political views of the 
Argentines. It was my observation 
in all the South American coun- 
tries which we visited that there is 
a strong pro-British and pro-Unit- 
ed States sentiment. This is no- 
ticeably true in Argentina. Presi- 


was known to lie just out- 
side the harbor. All but 
the masts and a portion of 
the superstructure are, of course, submerg- 
ed, but the wreck does present a fascinating 
sight, because of its historic significance. 
As we passed within about a half mile of 
the scene, and as the visibility was good 
that morning, a fair view could be had with 
the naked eye. Many, however, were using 
field glasses, which we did not possess. 
Standing next to me at the rail was a good 
looking man in the uniform of a U. S. Naval 
Captain. He turned and courteously offer- 
ed us the use of his field glasses, which were 
of exceptional quality. Subsequently we be- 
came very well acquainted with this officer 
and his wife. He was returning to Wash- 
ington on orders from the President after 
having spent three years as a Naval 
Attache at the Embassy in Buenos Aires. 
Concerning the Graf Spee incident he had 
this to say: It was the concensus of opin- 
ion amongst naval people and others in that 
part of the world that after having been 
repaired at Montevideo after her brush with 
the British cruisers, the Graf Spee had more 
than an even chance to out-fight, or at least 
out-maneuver, her English adversaries when 
she was forced to leave the safety of the 
neutral Uraguayan harbor. The reasons 
for this belief seemed sound. The Graf Spee 
wa a battleship, and even though she was 
only a pocket battleship, she had the light 
British cruisers, which also had been dam- 
aged in the earlier encounter, at a consider- 
able disadvantage in speed, armor, and gun 
range. In view of this, there must have 
been some other motive for her not going 
out with her guns blazing, instead of re- 
sorting to self-destruction before she left 
the safety of the neutral waters. And this 
reason, which was strengthened by subse- 
quent actions of the crew, particularly the 
officers of the Graf Spee, was that the ship 
was scuttled on orders from Hitler so that 
her officers could mingle with the best peo- 
ple of Argentina and Uraguay and thus 
create a favorable Nazi influence in high 
places. For a time these young Nazi of- 
ficers, who were good looking and polished 
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dent Roosevelt is extremely popu- 
lar in Buenos Aires, which he vis- 
ited in 1936. We were told that 
when he was driven along Avenida Neuve 
de Julio, he was given the greatest ovation 
ever accorded any person in the history of 
the country. There was a deafening roar 
from the tens of thousands who lined this 
historic thoroughfare, the name of which 
commemorates Argentina’s Independence 
Day, of “Viva el Presidente Roosevelt, Viva 
los Estados Unidos”. 

The Argentines are a proud people, and 
although they welcome our friendship and 
cooperation, they feel very keenly that they 
are quite capable of handling their own aft- 
fairs very nicely, and I agree with them. 
Pretty good evidence of the Argentines’ 
desire to cooperate with us was their selec- 
tion of judges from our country last year, 
Mr. Frank Harding for the Shorthorns, and 
myself for the Aberdeen-Angus, and it is 
my understanding, as this is written early 
in July, that Mr. Clayton Thompson and 
my good friend, Mr. Kenneth McGregor, 
have been asked to go down to judge their 
respective breeds, Shorthorn and Aberdeen- 
Angus, at this year’s Palermo Show. I feel 
very strongly that we can, and should, re- 
ciprocate these courtesies, and that by doing 
so we would also benefit. To my personal 
knowledge there are a number of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders in the Argentine who are 
highly qualified to judge at our most im- 
portant shows, including the International, 
and it is my most earnest hope that our 
Association will soon see fit to call upon 
some Argentine breeder to perform this 
service. They are breeding the same kind 
of Aberdeen-Angus in Argentina as we are, 
and every bit as good. Argentines know 
beef cattle as few. other people do, and an 
exchange of ideas with them cannot help 
but prove beneficial to our own breeders 
and exhibitors. 

To show that I am not alone in the opin- 
ion I have expressed before, that the Aber- 
deen-Angus have a great future in Argen- 
tina, I quote a paragraph from a letter I 
have just received from a friend in Scotland 
who visited the Argentine as an official of 


the Aberdeen-Angus Soci ; 
ain quite a number of Fear gareat Brit. 
following your journeying in Arge m am 
the ABERDEEN-ANGUS JOURNALS 
a great deal of interest. You must h pe 
a very enjoyable time there. But Ht. 
deen-Angus matters in Argentina are 1... 
very much improved since the time I — 
there. It was uphill work then ¢ = 
recognition for the breed, but I said pes ie 
time that they might as well try to kee at 
from coming to the surface as to try to p oil 
the Aberdeen-Angus down in such a oa 
cattle country as Argentina, and it Ri 
gratifying to me to note the progress that 
has since been made, as revealed b ; 
—— a ¥ your 
noticeable difference betwe 
tina and Brazil is that both Arpeaioa 
her people have the apperance of solidity 
and maturity, although their history pays 
nation is still young. One might very ap- 
propriately compare the development and 
stability of Buenos Aires with London, New 
York, Philadelphia, or some other compara- 
tively old and substantial city of Europe or 
the United States. Amongst the people 
there is a certain reserve very similar to 
that of the English, but also like the Eng- 
lish, they are the best friends one can find 
when they are convinced that one is all 
right. The Brazilians to us had the appear- 
ance of a more fun-loving, carefree people. ' 
There is still in both them and their coun- 
try a hint of immaturity. Brazil is, how- 
ever, a country of vast potential resources 
awaiting development, and I think our gov- 
ernment is acting wisely in its recent atti- 
tude toward furnishing some of the neces- 
sary capital for this development work, 
which at the present time includes assis- 
tance in building a great steel mill near Rio 
de Janeiro close by one of the greatest iron 
ore deposits in the world. 

What about foot-and-mouth disease in 
Argentina? There is, of course, no use try- 
ing to ignore the fact that this disease 
exacts its toll from Argentine cattle pro- 
ducers. As far as I was able to observe, 
however, it is the only fly in the ointment 
of an otherwise almost perfect setup for the 
production of as good beef as can be found 
any place, and I am happy to state that 
foot-and-mouth disease in Argentina is not 
nearly so much of a nightmare to producers 
as we in the United States have been led 
to believe. We were there during a par- 
ticularly bad outbreak because of the ex- 
cessively wet weather, and I took pains to 
note the effects. Very rarely does the dis- 
ease prove fatal. In severe cases there is 
a distinct loss of flesh and thrift, but in its 
milder form, which is most common, one 
might overlook it entirely in a group of 
cattle if he were not aware of its presence. 
The only explanation I heard for this mild 
characteristic of the disease as compared 
to other places was that it has existed for so 
long that a sort of immunity to its ravages 
has been developed in the animals. A con- 
tinued search is going on for a cure and 
progress is being made. Some day, in my 
opinion, this disease will be conquered just 
as science has banished other maladies that 
have harassed cattle breeders from time 
immemorial. Strict sanitary regulations are 
enforced which means that infected animals 
are held in quarantine until entirely well. 
Every precaution is observed against such 
animals reaching the markets. (Turn to p 76

Seventeen breeders brought either full 
herds or parts of. herds to the 1941 Iowa 
State Fair held at Des Moines August 20th 
to 29th where Prof. Shearer, head of the 
beef cattle department at Iowa State Col- 
lege, did a very nice job of placing the 
cattle with the assistance of Herbert Cline, 
member of the firm of Ray Cline & Son, at 
Knoxville, Iowa, one of Iowa’s young breed- 
ers who is more than likely going to make 
a real Aberdeen-Angus judge. One of the 
most gratifying features of the show was 
the herds belonging to younger breeders 
many of whom ventured out with but a 
few head each. This is another indication 
of the widening popularity of the breed in 
Iowa, once the home ground of the breed in 
so far as numbers and activities were con- 
cerned. She will be back one of these days, 
and not too far away at that. 

Two aged bulls came out and they were 
quickly placed with Kemp’s entry Quban of 
Awoi at the top, followed by Black Ruler 
14th shown by Dell Wright & Sons, of San- 
born, Iowa, who are making great strides 
with their herd. Both bulls were deep, thick 
and massive enough for anyone. The ten 
two year olds gave the judge a good work- 
out for they were uniforraly good thorough- 
out. The Browns, of Rose Hill, went to the 
head of the class, showing their great young 
bull Envious Blackcap B. 10th, by the In- 
ternational grand champion Envious Black- 
cap B. 6th; a very close second was found 
in Kemp’s bull Revolution Supreme, another 
smooth, lowset bull of excellent quality and 
type. In fact several others of superior 
merit were in this showing. When the nine 
senior yearlings paraded the ringside set- 
tled down to see what would happen. Hop- 
ley’s grand champion at both Missouri and 


Illinois this season Eston Bertram 3d 595- 
881, made good by placing at the head of 
this strong competition and then later be- 
coming the senior and grand champion of 
the show, making it three straight. Brown’s 
Edward B. 584462, another son of Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th made a hot second. Here 
too was style, type, smoothness and quality 
all the way down the line. 

The eleven junior yearlings brought out 
a group of top youngsters, which was head- 
ed by Kemp showing Eri Boy K. 603636, a 
son of Bell Boy 9th; his contender was 
found in Bandolier 16th of Wilton 605001, 
sired by Erica Bandolier of Anoka and 
shown by Otto G. Nobis, Wilton Farms. 
This was a rather close decision as both 
bulls were attractive and of top notch 
quality. This might easily be said for sever- 
al more on down the line, for most of these 
young bulls showed great spread of rib, 
width, depth of fleshing, good quarters and 
were excellent handlers. The classes were 
running fairly even as to numbers for ten 
summers came along next and they too 
were a set of real made youngsters that 
promise to grow into a great lot of show 
and breeding bulls. The Hanna Stock Farms 
Bordulac, North Dakota, scored first in 
this class with Provost of Bordulac 606372, 
sired by Blackbird of Page 2d 481190.

reserve champion of the breed. The reserve 
calf was perhaps a little further along but 
lacked much in smoothness. However when 
the calves of all breeds were brought out 
before the judging committee for the grand 
championship over all breeds there was 
quite some upset. After deliberating at 
length the judges pulled out both the Here- 
ford and the Aberdeen-Angus reserve breed 
champions and placed them in that order 
for the grand over all. While they were 
satisfied completely with their placings and 
perhaps were correct in their analysis of 
the situation, the shift failed to 
meet with high favor at the ring- 
side. 

While the Aberdeen-Angus show- 
ing this year contained 
many exceptionally good 
calves there still is room 
for much improvement as 
a whole. We need more 
depth and _ fullness in 
the quarter and_ twist, 
straighter and wider tail 
heads, shorter necks, and 
more spring of rib, with 
shorter, straighter legs. 
The youngsters are doing 
a fine job of feeding and 
they are getting splendid 
results. Nevertheless these

This was the first big show of the sea- 
son and every breeder turned out to make 
it stiff competition for his fellow showmen. 
With two hundred and fifty animals to be 
shown it looked like a long day’s work for 
Prof. Blizzard of Oklahoma A. & M., Still- 
water, Oklahoma, and I am afraid that he 
did overdo himself somewhat this day. 

Prof. Blizzard was up and around with 
a cane after his recent automobile wreck 
that put him under the weather with some 
broken bones and a badly bruised 
body, but he was right on hand for 
the judging and did a very good job 
in getting over this many cattle in 
the one day, starting at eight o’clock 
on Tuesday morning and finishing at 
seven fifteen that evening with the 
judging of the best ten head. 

I do not know where one could go to 
see a stiffer show in the female class- 
es, with the aged cow class one of the 
best the breeders could hope for. The 
grand champion female was_ that 
good Evermere T. 614385 owned by 
Ralph L. Smith Farms, of Stanley, 
Kansas, and shown by J. Garrett 
Tolan; with the junior championship 
being won by Postelmere Irene 626- 
633 shown by Stanley R. Pierce. 

Young Tim Pierce had a run of 
bad luck, having shipped clear out to 
Great Falls, Montana, for that show 
and then back to Springfield. It was 
a very hard trip on the cattle and as 
a result he had one heifer too ill to be 
shown and lost that good Eileenmere 
bull calf which he had purchased in 
the Howard County Sale last spring 
that stood first in class at the Great Falls 
show.

Cremona-Andelot Sale Features Individuality plus

In the last issue we referred briefly to the 
Cremona-Andelot sale to be held in Fred- 
erick, Maryland, on the 27th of September. 
Never in our memory has there been an 
Eastern sale to stimulate those seeking good 
cattle like this one is doing. The catalog in- 
quiry has been so heavy and so many breed- 
ers have expressed an interest that we know 
there are many waiting for the details. It 
was our pleasure very recently to go care- 
fully through the sale cattle, first those at 
Cremona with manager B. A. Rucker, Jr., 
then those at Andelot with manager Alan 
McGregor. To see the cattle and study their 
breeding is enough to create enthusiasm 
aplenty in anyone, even if he has only a 
casual interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
But to one who really takes his cattle ser- 
iously, there are elements of fascination in 
this sale to stir his emotions. At least that 
is the way the cattle affected us. 


To fully appreciate what is behind this 
offering we must go back a good many 
years to the days when Andelot was start- 
ing. We find Alan McGregor personally 
making selections at Glencarnock, Hartley 
Stock Farms, Lofgren-McGregor, Strath- 
more, Wayland Hopley Farms and 
others where famous bulls and great breed- 
ing matrons had been producing the kind of 
foundation material he wanted. He went to 
the best sources and he bought their best 
cattle. And there are few breeders in the 
business today whose judgment is the equal 
of his on a heifer prospect, a breeding cow 
or a herd bull. He was born in the business 
and started “riding herd” through the past- 
ures where grazed the champions at Glen- 
carnock in a horse and buggy beside his 
father, the late James D. McGregor. His 
first selections for the great herd at Andelot 
were scarcely settled in their new home 
when there appeared at the farm a customer 
for some cattle. That customer was Gen- 
eral Davidson, owner of Cremona Farm.

Time and again both 
herds have drawn for additions on the same 
good herds that provided their foundation 
cattle in the beginning. The two herds are 
alike in breeding, in type and in quality. 
Both are using outstanding sires. Their 
breeding matrons are the breedy kind. It is 
therefore easy to understand why these 
young bulls and heifers conform so consist- 
ently to a definite type and pedigree design, 
things usually lacking in offerings from dif- 
ferent herds. This feature impressed us so 
much that we feel they could not be more 
alike if they all came from the same herd. 
We believe it will likewise impress breeders 
on sale day because their purchase will 
carry the same bloodlines and character to 
their new homes regardless of which con- 
signment they are from. 

Thirty bred females make up Andelot’s 
consignment—twenty bred to Andelot Edict- 
or, or to his son Andelot Midictor.

Efficient feeding, through properly bal- 
anced rations, as well as efficient live stock 
breeding and management, are essential for 
the maximum production of the live stock 
products needed for National Defense, live 
stock authorities point out. Furthermore 
the same efficiency is essential for the in. 
dividual live stock grower to secure maxi- 
mum returns from his land, labor, feeds and 
live stock. 

For this reason, patriotism and profitable 
practices can be combined by the live stock 
industry to the joint benefit of the indivi- 
dual and the nation. 

“Through County Agents, Vocational 
Agriculture Teachers, Experiment Stations, 
local cotton oil mills and many other agen- 
cies, practical assistance in his feeding 
problems is available to every farmer, 
ranchman and live stock feeder,” Mr. Ward 
added. 

“As a public service, and a service to 
farmers and stockmen, the cotton oil indus- 
try’s Educational Service has prepared this 
new series of feeding articles to cooperate 
with and supplement activities of Extension 
Service, Experiment Station and Vocational 
Agriculture leaders.

Something about the Oakhurst Herd 

When asked for a brief history of the Oak 
Hurst Stock Farm herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, located near Rector, Arkansas, and 
owned by J. L. Crockett & Sons, the follow- 
ing sketch was promptly forthcoming:

Eileenmere T. 522996, son of Eileenmere 
32d; Black Oak 6th 474402, son of Ericmere, 
of Rosemere breeding; St. Albans of San- 
gamon 14th 487335, son of St. Albans 2d; 
Sangamon of Oak Hurst 564910, son of St. 
Albans of Sangamon 14th. 

“Our herd now consists of one hundred 
forty head of Blackbird, Trojan Erica, and 
Blackcap breeding cattle.

At that 
time just a few weeks before the first 
Chicago International in 1900 my father 
and our landlord held a big reduction sale 
late in the fall. After the sale was over we 
found that one of the best buyers was B. R. 
Pierce & Son, of Creston, Illinois. They 
bought a lot of heifers and cows to feed out 
and I understand that they kept some of

There has long been a saying that men 
have a weakness for pretty and attractive 
women, I wonder it it could be possible for 
a judge to become perplexed by looking at 
the face of an 18 year old golden haired 
brown eyed lassie, and overlook the steer’s 


face? However I am delighted to know that . 


the 1940 grand champion went to the lovely 
young lady of Ogle county, my home coun- 
ty, the home of many good cattle and good 
judges of cattle. 

In closing, I wonder how many Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders today, can say they saw 
Advance in 1900? I wonder how many ac- 
tive breeders in the business that have seen 
and petted the dean of all sires, old Black 
Woodlawn, the foundation of every good 
pedigree of to-day? I have watered him 
and fed him, can even remember his sire 
Bell’s Eclipser and many other countless 
old time champions.

There are only a handful of us left, who 
have seen them all and there are only a 
handful of Aberdeen-Angus steers and 
heifers to be had this fall.—John A. Hanson, 
DeKalb, Illinois.

ilton Brothers sale and took home with 
them six females, including two Glencar- 
nock Elbas, a Finlarig Elba, two Eblines 
and a Blackbird. This proved only an in- 
ducement for Mr. Pearson to want better 
cattle and so he directed Manager Fritzel 
to add cattle as he saw fit and when he 
could get something that blended with the 
herd already established. During the last 
two years there has been added young fe- 
males of the following tribes: Cridlan Ever- 
green, Miss Burgess, Queen Mother, Glen- 
carnock Elba, Juanerra Erica, Elslow Ever- 
green and McHenry Blackcap and at the 
Northwest Breeders Sale held at Fargo in 
the fall of 1940 Mr. Fritzel purchased the 
only Black Jestress bull offered—Blackbird 
Bandolier of Ada 2d 573774, a grandson of 
both Bandolier of Anoka and General of 
Ada—after having been the runnerup on 
Mignonne’s Bardolier of Ada who was pur- 
chased by Andelot at $1125.00, to add to 
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the herd bull battery at Meek Ranch as a 
junior member. At the Lonjac dispersion 

ritzel captured one of the real bargains 
when he selected Middlebrook Pride 90th 
with a bull calf at side by General of Page, 
and this youngster gives every promise of 
making a real herd sire. From the Brown 
sale of 1941 was taken a heifer bred to 
Envious Blackcap B. 10th, and from the 
Tudor consignment to the sale was selected 
a Bummer Miss Burgess. At the Tolan sale 
he procured Pridemere T. 28th a daughter 
of the International grand champion Eileen- 
mere 85th. From time to time other out- 
standing individuals will be added as they 
are found and meet the requirements at 
Meek Ranch. 

When Prizemere 448th was first brought 
to Meek Ranch he was mated with a herd 
of two year old grade daughters of Excel- 
sior Marshall 25th. The calves were steered, 
fed out on the ranch, and on January 22, 
1941, topped the Chicago market at fifteen 
cents, they went to New York where they 
dressed 62.34%. In May of this year feed 
lot brothers of these steers topped the 
market again at $13.50, going to the same 
buyer and dressed 62.79% in New York. 
The registered heifers sired by Prizemere 
448th have been retained and when I visit- 
ed the ranch I saw the oldest of them heavy 
in calf to the new bull Black Bardolier of 
Ada 2d. They were a nice group of young 
things, uniform and of excellent type and 
quality. The older bulls Excelsior Marshall 
25th, Emsmore and Ennius have left a 
grand lot of breeding matrons in the 
registered herd, and the registered herd is 
fast replacing the commercials. 

Manager Fritzel was born and raised at 
De Smet, South Dakota. His father having 
graduated from Iowa State College in ’99, 
went to South Dakota to make his home, all 
his life young Fritzell has been associated 
with the cattle business for many were the 
steers fed out when he was at home. He 
graduated from Iowa State in ’30, returned 
to De Smet and associated himself with his 
father in the managing and feeding of 


cattle. In 1932 he bought some registered 
cows and went to Marshalltown, Iowa, to 
get a bull. Grasshoppers and drouth drove 
him out. He rented a large farm in Fayette 
County, Iowa, and moved his cattle there 
in 1934 along with a heavy debt. Win he 
must for he had a rather important matter 
—getting married—to look forward to. 
Hard work and long hours during the sum- 
mer of 734. Nature helped for that section 
of Iowa had a bountiful crop that year de- 
spite the drouth that covered a goodly 
share of the state that year.

Undaunted by the experience of the years 
just passed he went at the job and today 
has a plant under his management that any 
man could well be proud to say was the 
result of his careful management and plan- 
ning.
